Survey  prompts  reconstruction 
of  all  student  organizations 

Brigham  Young  University’s  system  of  student  organizations  is 
due  for  a complete  revamping  as  the  result  of  the  adoption  of  a basic 
philosophy  of  student  activity,  according  to  newly  appointed  Student 
Coordinator,  Ellvert  Himes. 

First  official  word  came  in  the  form  of  an  announcement  by 
Coordinator  Himes  who  said  that  a recently  appointed  committee  on 
Student  Organizations  is  currently  working  out  a program  based  upon 
recent  action  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  plan  to  reconstruct  the  en-  * 1 — 


tire  program  of  student  activity 
stemmed  from  recommendations 
made  by  a special  committee 
appointed  last  year  to  study  the 
program  at  BYU  and  other  schools. 

The  special  committee  was  com- 
posed of  students,  faculty,  and  par- 
ents, and  they  stated  in  their  re- 
port that  "there  is  a distorted  em- 
phasis placed  upon  social  units” 
and  that  "opportunities  at  BYU  are 
grossly  inadequate  in  meeting  the 
interests  and  desires  of  all  students." 

As  a result  of  the  study  the 
Board  of  Trustees  recommended  a 
“new  philosophy”  that  would  put 
"everybody  in  something.” 

Other  major  points  presented  by 
the  committee  are: 

1.  The  Committee  is  disolving  all 
former  rdles,  regulations,  and  by- 
laws and  declaring  them  void. 

2.  It  was  felt  by  the  Committee 
that  to  be  consistent  with  the  basic 
philosophy  that  every  student  ad- 
mitted to  the  university  should  par- 
ticipate in  group  experiences. 

3.  The  third  major  point — and  the 
most  revolutionary — set  up  by  the 
committee  was  the  "membership 


Cards  which  are  used  by  anyone 
other  than  to  whom  it  is  issued  will 
be  turned  over  to  the  Admissions 
and  Scholarship  committee  of  the 
university. 

Sales  of  the  Smileage  Cards  will 
be  under  the  direction  of  the  White 
Keys,  the  Cougarettes,  and  the  Y. 
C.S.s.  There  will  also  be  booths  set 
up  in  various  spots  on  the  campus 


unlimited”  ruling  that  provides  for 
all  qualified  students  to  join  any 
organization. 

4.  The  usual  freshman  moratorium 
for  one  quarter  is  in  effect  for 
social  units,  honoraries,  and  service 
units,  but  freshmen  are  free  to  join 
the  geographical  and  departmental 
organizations. 

5.  Membership  in  any  organization 
is  dependent  upon  certain  qualifi- 
cations set  up  by  the  organization 
itself  and  approved  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Student  Organizations. 

6.  All  organizations  will  hold 
"open  house”  and  “rush  week”  act- 
ivities which  will  be  registered  with 
the  coordinator’s  office  and  widely 
publicized  so  that  all  interested  in- 
dividuals may  attend. 

7.  No  invitations  to  join  units 
will  be  sent  to  individuals  by  the 
organizations  themselves. 

The  initial  steps  taken  by  the 
Committee  are  still  open  to  revis- 
ions and,  any  additions  or  changes 
will  be  released  at  succeeding  meet- 
ings and  will  be  published  in  the 
UNIVERSE.

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WANTED:  MORE  CARS  AND  LESS  TROUBLE 

With  the  car  swiftly  becoming  a common  luxury  on  U.  S.  campuses, 
school  administrators  and  ground  superintendents  are  having  to  face 
another  problem  of  the  modern  tempo. 

Young  University,  too,  has  been  striving  to  stunt  the  growth  of 
traffic  problems  on  Temple  Hill;  especially  with  the  influx  of  new 
students  and  more  cars.  But  the  necessary  adjustments  can  be  met  by 
the  simple  application  of  the  Y’s  latest  traffic  code. 

First  step  to  be  taken  by  a car-owner  is  the  registration  of  his 
automobile.  This  is  followed  by  a pledge  to  the  effect  that  he  is 
willing  to  cooperate  with  the  school  and  it’s  newest  traffic  program. 
Once  a person  is  exposed  to  the  code,  he  will  be  subject  to  fines  resulting 
from  driving  and  parking  violations  on  the  campus.  These  fines  range 
from  50  cents  to  five  dollars  with  additional  charges  being  levied  for 
deliberate  negligence  or  delayed  payment. 

The  major  points  of  the  new  code  recently  released  by  the  admin- 
istration are: 

1.  All  student  faculty  and  employ eeowned  automobiles  or 
motorized  equipment  operating  on  the  Brigham  Young  Univ- 
ersity roads  or  lots  must  be  registered  with  the  Department  of 
Buildings  and  Grounds,  and  must  display  a sticker  as  evidence 
of  such  registration.  Service  trucks  and  other  vehicles  having 
regular  business  on  the  campus  should  likewise  be  registered. 

2.  Pedestrians  have  he  right-of-way  and  the  safety  of  the 
pedestrians  must  be  safeguarded  at  all  times  by  operators  of 
motor  vehicles. 

3.  The  Maximum  speed  limit  on  the  campus  is  15  miles  per 
hour. 

4.  All  motor  vehicles  must  be  operated  in  a careful,  quiet 
and  safe  manner  at  all  times. 

5.  All  traffic  signs  and  published  traffic  regulations  must  be 
observed.  Such  publication  shall  be  made  in  the  school  paper. 

6.  Student  cars  must  not  enter  or  park  in  areas  restricted 
to  Faculty  or  others  at  any  time  during  restricted  hours. 

Thus  far  students  have  survived  serious  injury  and  fatality  because 
of  disregard  of  campus  regulations,  but  any  further  misuse  of  traffic 
privileges  is  stretuhing  fate.  Observance  of  this  new  traffic  code  by 
students  will  help  eliminate  unnecessary  accidents  and  trouble. 


UNIVERSE  POLICIES 

It’s  customary  for  every  incoming  editor  to  declare  a policy  for 
the  campusnewspaper.  These  declarations  are  usually  unbearably  gen- 
eral, and  this  year’s  policy  is  no  exception. 

Differences  of  opinion  betwen  administration  and  paper,  faculty  and 
paper,  and  student  and  paper  are  practically  inevitable.  We’d  like  nothing 
better  than  to  coast  through  this  coming  year  without  hitting  some 
bumps,  but  as  long  as  normal  individuals  are  involved  this  is  very 
unlikely. 

Suffice  to  say  that  without  extreme  bias  or  malice  aforethough  we’ll 
“call  ’em  the  way  we  see  ’em”  and  hope  that  we’re  right. 

Probably  the  best  answer  we  can  give  to  our  position  comes  from 
the  caustic  corner  of  our  office,  the  sports  desk.  They  believe  that  our 
policy  should  be: 

We  will  not  grind  axes  ’cause  we’re  afraid  of  sharp  edges. 

We  will  not  criticize  the  football  players  ’cause  we  like  our  teeth. 

We  will  not  criticize  the  coach  ’cause  he  has  a wife  and  -kids  and 
anyhow  we’d  like  to  hang  on  to  our  job  awhile. 

We  will  not  criticize  the  adminstration  ’cause  no  other  school  will 
have  us. 

We  will  not  criticize  J.  Bracken  Lee  ’cause  we  like  to  live  in  Utah. 

We  will  not  criticize  Harry  S.  Truman  ’cause  we  want  to  live  in  the 
U.  S.  A. 

We  will  not  criticize  Ralph  Benson  ’cause  he  gives  us  our  basketball 
tickets. 

We  will  not  criticize  J.  J.  Jones  ’cause  we  like  livin’  in  Wymount. 

We  will  not  criticize  the  girls’  social  units  ’cause  we  like  to  go 
out  nights. 

We  will  not  criticize  the  men’s  social  units  'cause  we  might  want 
to  join. 

But  boy,  are  we  ever  goin’  to  take  it  out  on  the  frosh!

Now  that  practically  everyone  on  campus  has  spouted  advice  into  the 
attentive  ears  of  our  freshmen,  we  feel  that  to  remain  silent  would  in- 
dicate an  attitude  of  indifference.  So  we’ve  compiled  a few  salient  points 
that,  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge,  have  only  briefly  been  touched  upon. 

All  of  our  backroom  tips  deal  with  ways  and  means  of  minimizing 
time  and  effort  in  the  classrooms. 

First,  there  are  several  different  ways  of  scheduling  classes.  Some 
people  schedule  classes  according  to  subject  (one  of  the  out-moded 
procedures),  and  others  use  professors  as  their  chief  guide  as  to  which 
class  to  take.  The  latter  case  is  generally  used  when  you’re  onto  the 
prof’s  examinations  or  for  one  reason  or  another  you  are  in  solid  with 
him.  After  a few  years  experience  you’ll  probably  start  scheduling  your 
classes  according  to  building,  but  whatever  you  do  don’t  split  your 
classes  between  campuses.  Many  a well-meaning  freshman  has  ended 
his  first  year  with  a pair  of  lungs  like  Glen  Cunningham  and  legs  like 
Mighty  Joe  Young  because  of  that  quarter  mile  between  campuses. 

Another  thing,  try  and  dig  up  a few  stock  answers  for  the  quest- 
ions that  catch  you  off  your  guard.  Such  rejoinders  as  “it  depends  upon 
the  situation”  or  “it  would  be  difficult  to  say  unless  all  the  facts  are 
known”  are  fairly  reliable  in  the  social  sciences,  but  they’re  also  the  kiss 
of  death  in  the  exact  sciences. 

As  for  profs,  try  the  ones  with  holes  in  their  shoes  (which  doesn’t 
cut  the  field  much  here  at  the  Y — they’re  practically  all  in  the  same  sal- 
ary bracket)  and  be  careful  of  the  ones  that  talk  in  smooth,  even  tones 
and  are  gentlemanly — their  tests  are  usually  fatal. 

Finally  comes  the  problem  of  seating.  Which  end  of  the  room  is 
more  advantageous  ? If  you  sit  up  front,  you’ll-  be  tagged  as  a hand- 
shaker, and  if  you  relax  in  the  back  row,  the  prof  will  figure  that  you’re 
angling  for  some  shut-eye.  So  its  a matter  of  choice.  Just  make  sure 
that  in  your  first  chemistry  class  you  sit  next  to  the  window. 

The  rest  of  college  life,  they  tell  us,  is  easy. 
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“How  do  you  like  the  cafeteria  since  they  started  serving  ‘family  style’?”

its  guts.  In  fact,  they  enjoyed  the  kind  of  a season 
that  pulp  novels  would  reject  as  too  incredulous. 


Our  baseball  Hairbreadth  Harries  appeared  down 
and  out  not  once,  not  twice,  but  three  times,  yet 
came  fighting  back  each  time  to  win  the  conference 
baseball  championship. 

Here’s  a quick  run-down  of  the  season  to  refresh 
your  memories.  The  defending  champs  lost  three  of 
their  first  four  games  and  had  to  win  four  straight 
just  to  tie  for  the  division  championship.  So  they  did. 

Then  they  met  Utah  State  in  a thriller  up  at 
Ogden.

In  a two-out-of-three 
set  the  Cats  got  off  to  a typical  start  by  losing  the 
first  game,  and  losing  it  badly.  Yet  again  they  came 
back  to  take  the  next  two  and  return  to  Provo 
- with  the  conference  crown. 

The  team’s  coach  was  Wayne  Soffe,  masterminding 
the  nine  for  the  first  time.  Now  with  remarkable 
foresight,  or  so  it  would  seem,  a Provo  group  had 
: chosen  Soffe  as  Cougar  coach  of  the  year.  We 
| privately  thought  this  was  a left-handed  compliment. 

Wayne  had  gotten  the  award  for  the  job  he  had 
done  with  the  frosh  basketball  team.  The  frosh  were 
undermanned  yet  managed  to  beat  superior  Aggie 
and  Redskin  freshman  fives  once  or  twice.
